efforts herve ended in complete failure. 

In view of the tendency by foreign Powers to rrey upon 
Chins under the nretext of assistance or co-overeation, Jzpan 
had sixply issued © warnins in considerrtion of her position. 
“Tt is obvious that Jaren does not oppose the Cpen Door policy 
end Equal Oprortunity in China and there was no intention 
to secure rvrivileged treatment for herself. During the pest 
few yeers, instead of receiving privileged treatment Jap*n has 
been feced with the policy of closed door. The Chinese 
Government did not sdopt any mezsures to suprress the illegal 
anti-Jananess movement and boycott of Jzmvranese goods saying 
thet they could not suppress the voluntary movements of the 
masses. It is clear that the policy of the Chinese Government 
has brought about unequal opportunity towards Japan. Japan 
desires more thsn the foreign Powers for an Open Door policy 
and Equal Opportunity. 

If the assistance by the Powers and investment of foreign 
cepitel in China can bring about prosperity, why should Japan 
interfere. The informal statement contained nothing avout 
assistance and investment of capital by en with 
good intention. |

The London Times of April 26 stated thet Japan's 
political and economicel position in China should be recognized 
and that it was a matter of course for Japan to dem=nd the 
leedine position in the matter of international co-operstion 
in China. Javan, however, should co-overate with the foreign 
Powers to attain this cbhject insteed of disputinse with them. 

The co-orerstion in Chine by the foreign Fowers as indicated 
by the Times, end Jaran's co-operstion based upon the m*intenence 
of peace in the Far Best do not coincide. This difference in 
the fundamental idea of co-operation should be clearly under- 
stocd by us. A certain person playing an import:nt role in 
the formulaticn of ‘mericen policy in the Far East holds the 
view thrt the military development of Chine will be & guerentee 
for the maintenence of peece in the Fer Bast. This stxrtement, 
when closedly exemined, reveels one of the erroneous ideas 
expected from co-operation in Chine. 

What hes co-operrtion done for China? It hes served 
to induce wer instead of preventing it end to intensify enmity 
rether than to foster friendship, confidence snd co-operation 
for the prosperity and peace of the Orient. And ell this hes 
been brought rbout by the Chinese policy of relying on others - 
& policy which hed originated from such co-operaticn. Co- 
operetion between Chine and Soviet Russia resulted in the 
eetivities of the Chinese Communist Party and several provinces 


neve been devastated. The purpose of Jananese co-operation

is entirely different from this selfisr policy. For the 
srke of peace in the Orient, Jenan hes cle rly déscerned 
between the two kinds of co-operftion in China and this should 


pe gretefully recognized by China.

The erroneous impression created abroad by the recent 
pronouncement hes been modified end America end various Europecn 
nations ere cdopting a very careful ettitude. They have recovered 
fron the excitement and ere endeevouring to study the reel 
intentions rnd the position of Japan. The incuiry by the 
>ritish tovernment to the Jananese Foreign Linister was 
ecousidered mild, tc the disappointment of a certain section 
of Chinese. Tne United States, it is believed, will sdopt 
en attitude of moderation. All these Powers emphesize their 
right to have + voice in metters relseting to Chins and the 
protection of their treaty rights.. They ere not edopting 
a firm attitude owins to the fect that the informal statement 
contained nothine but fects es to conditions in the Far E-st. 
Certrin Cninese have tried to meke use of the op-ortunity 
to secure the assist-=nce of foreisn Powers but their efforts 
have ended in complete failure. The re2l intentions of Javan 
have been clearly explained in the subsequent statement. Javan 
does nat intend to devirte from her policy of Cpen Door and 
Equal Opportunity in China. It was 2 misunderstanding of 
Jepan's intentions thrt hed caused the excitenent. It is also 
obvious thet anti-Jspenese agitetion has been introduced to 


suppress Jepan's policy towards China. When the furore has 


subsided, the foreign Powers will view the issue in its true 
perspective. Japan's position will then be better ghdevesecs, 

It is useless to become indignant and make pessimistic statements 
for they would only cause our netionals to be over-concerned 


about the matter. 
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
